1. Insert wires into left and right speaker connections terminals: 

• Red terminal =poative (+). 

• Black = negative (-). 



2. ANTENNA 

• The AM antenna is built in. 

• The FM antenna is attached on the back of Unit, with full length and adjust 
its position to improve FM reception. 


3. To listen your stereo with headphones (not included), use the 3.5 mm PHONES 
jack on the front of the unit. 



4. This unit can be operated by insertion of plug to the 120V (AC) power outlets 
at every user home.

The AC power plug is polarized (one blade is wider than the other) and only 
fits into AC power outlets one way. If the plug won’t go into the outiet 
completely, turn the plug over and try to insert it the other way.

USINGTHE REMOTE CONTROL 
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1. Play track randomly by pressing RANDOM . 

2. Press INTRO, the first 10 seconds of each track on the disk will be played. 

3. Press DISPLAY to Indicate time. 

4. If you require the sound to be lowered Instantly, press M UTE. 

5. You may directly select a track by pressing the relevant track number on the 
remote control. 

6. Your unit is placed into Standby Mode or On Mode by pressing POWER. 

7. Combine features of CD repeat track and scan Tuner preset station. 

8. Combine features of CD skip/jump track and scan/search station in Tuner Mode. 

9. Tape, Tuner and CD selection buttons. 

10. CD STOP button.

SETTING THE CLOCK 


1. Set your Unit in STANDBY or TAPE mode. Keep the STANDBY indicator light by 
switching off the unit but plugged into the main supply. 
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2. Press Tl M E SET. The hour indicator will start to flash. Press TUNING UP or 
DOWN within 10 seconds to set the hour digits to the desired time. 
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3. Press Tl M E SET again, the minute indicator will ^art to flash. Press TUNING UP 
or DOWN within 10 seconds to set the minute digits to the desired time. 
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Press Tl M E SET again to start the clock running. 

• Clock is displayed in TAPE mode. 

• Press DISPLAY if you wish to change the display to clock under CD and TUNER 
mode, after 5 seconds the clock will disappear and the display will revert to 
either CD or TUNER display. 
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ADJUSTING THE Sound 


You can adjust the sound of your Unit to suit your individual taste by using the 
preset equalizer. 

1. Press ROCK to emphaas heavy bass tones such as bass guitars or drums. 




2. Press JAZZ or CLASSIC to emphasis mid-range tones for a fuller sound. 
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3. Press VOCAL to emphaas high level notes such as cymbals. 
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UaNGTHERADIO 


1. Press the TUNER selector. The tuner indicator and display will light. 

2. Press the BAND selector to select your deared radio band (FM , AM ). 

3. Tune to the desired Nation by pressing the tuning up or down buttons. When 
the signal of a FM broadcast is detected the FM stereo indicator will light. 

4. To turn off the radio by pressing TAPE/CD selector or POWER button. 


STORING YOUR FAVOURTTE RADIO STATIONS 

1. You can store up to 10 AM and 10 FM stations in memory from two different 
wavebands. 

Select radio and press the band selector to select your desired radio band (FM , 
AM ) and tune to your desired radio band (FM , AM ) and tune to your desired 
radio station. 


Select the tuner and tune to the 
radio station you wish to store in 
memory. 
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2. 


Press M EMO. The memory indicator will flash for 5 seconds, select the number 
you wish to store your radio station in 01-10. 


Press the memory button. 



3. Repeat the previous stages to store the next station. 


Select the memory position 
you wish to store your radio 
station in. 



Remarks: 

• If you tune a new station and store into the memory position that is already 
used, the previously stored radio Nation will be erased and replaced with the 
new station that you have just saved. 

• If you want to select memory position 10 then press -l-lO. 

• All preset stations will be lost if your Unit is unplugged from the main supply. 


U SI N G TH E CASSETTE DECK 


PLAYING CASSETTE TAPE 
1. Press the tape selector. 



2. Open the cassette door by pressing STOP/EJ ECT. 



3. Insert the cassette by gently sliding it into the cassette carry compartment in 
the door with the exposed tape downward. 

4. Push and close the door securely. 

5. Press F.FWD to wind the tape forward. 

Press REWIND to wind the tape backward. 

6. Press PLAY to play cassette. When the set operates in play and record mode, 
once the end of the tape is reached, the Unit automatically shut off and all 
cassette buttons return to the off position. 



7. Press PAUSE to interrupt tape and record mode. Press a second time to resume 
tape play or tape record mode. 


NOTES ON CASSETTE TAPES 

1. Loose tape may cause trouble in the tape deck. With a pencil or similarly 
shaped object, gently tighten the tape as shown. 

2. To prevent recordings from being accidentally erased, remove the tabs on the 
cassette. To use the tape for recording after removing the tabs, cover the slots 
with adhesive tape. 



RECORDING 

1. Recording from the "Radio" or "CD" 

• Press the TUNER selector. 

• Press the BAND selector to select your desired radio band (FM , AM ). 

• Insert a blank tape and close the cassette door. 

• Press RECORD and PLAY at the same time to start recording. 

• Press STOP/EJ ECT to finish. 

• When listening CD, press the CD selector and select your desire track. Also 
can start recording by pressing RECORD and PLAY at the same time. 

• You can press MONO/STEREO to control the interference from tuner 
reception. 



1. Press PLAY /PAUSE to start playing CD from first track, the current track number 
and current time of track are shown on the "CD Display” at the same time. 

2. Adjust the suitable sound level. 

3. Press STOP to terminate all CD operations for few seconds. Get the disc by 
pressing OPEN button to open the CD door. 



4. To temporarily stop CD play, press PLAY /PAUSE. The track number and time of 
track will flash on the "CD Display". Press PLAY /PAUSE again to resume CD play. 


SELECTING A TTU^CK (SKIP) 

Use the SKIP buttons to move forwards and backwards by track through the CD in 
play or stop mode. 

1. Under CD play mode: 

• Press SKIP ^ to advance to start of next track. 

• Press SKIP ^ (once), to return to start of the current track. 

• Press SKIP v (repeatedly), to return to the start of previoustracks. 

2. Under CD stop mode: 

• Select your desire starting track number which is shown on the "CD Display" 
by pressing SKIP or 

• Press PLAY/PAUSE to start playing. 

SELECT A POINT IN A TRACK 

To move forwards and backwards quickly through the CD by pressing and holding 
the SKIP ^ or SKIP v at the same time in the pause mode or play mode. 

REPEAT CD TI^CKS 

1. Press REPEAT once ("REPEAT” icon will light up) to repeat all the tracks on the 
CD. 

2. Press REPEAT twice ("REPEAT” icon will flash) to repeat the track on the CD. 

3. Press REPEAT again to cancel the repeat feature. 

PLAY SELECTED “mACKS FROM A CD 

You can program up to 20 tracks of the CD to play in any order. 

1. Press PROGRAM to enter program mode, "P-01 TRACK 00 M EM ORY" will be 
shown on the "CD Display". 








2. PressSKIP^*^ orSKIP v for your desired track. 
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3. When your chosen track number appears, press PROG once to store the track, 
"P-02 TRACK 00 MEMORY” will be shown afterwards. 



4. You can repeat step 2 and 3 to store all desired tracks in this way. 

5. If you program over 20 tracks, the previous programmed will be replaced. 

6. To erase program feature by pressing CD STOP butt on a nd then open the CD 
Door. In another way is to switch to TUNER or CASSETTE selector. 


Careand Maintenance 


CLEANING THE EXTERIOR 

■ Disconnect the system from AC power before cleaning the exterior of the unit 
with a soft dust cloth. 

HANDUNG CDS 

• Do not touch the signal surfaces. Hold by the edges, or by one edge and the 
hole. 

• Do not affix labels or adhesive tape to the label surfaces. Do not scratch or 
damage the label. 

• Discs rotate at high speeds inside the player. Do not use damaged (cracked or 
warped) discs. 

• When finished playing discs, store them in their case, not in the CD player. 

CLEANING CDS 

• Dirty discs can cause poor sound quality. Always keep discs clean by wiping 
them gently with a soft cloth from the inner edge toward the outer perimeter. 

• If a disc becomes dirty, wet a soft cloth in water, wring it out well, wipe the 
dirt away gently, and then remove any water drops with a dry cloth. 

• Do not use record cleaning sprays or antistatic agents on discs. Also, never 
clean discs with benzene, thinner, or other volatile solvents which may cause 
damage to the disc surface. 


Careand Maintenance 


TAPE CARE 

• Don't expose tapes to sunlight or store in hot places. High temperatures may 
warp the shell or damage the tape itself. 

• Keep tapes in their cases when not in use. 

• Cassette tapes can be erased by magnetic fields produced by magnets, electric 
motors, electrical transformers, and other devices. Keep tapes away from 
magnets and magnetic fields. 

CLEANING THE TAPE HEADS 

Iron oxide particles from the magnetic tape can build up on the parts that come in 
contact with the tape. These deposits can cause incomplete erasure, muffled 
playback sound, and might prevent automatic stop. 

Always unplug the power cord before cleaning, and allow 30 minutes drying time 
when using a liquid cleaner. 

To clean the cassette deck, open the compartment door, push the PLAY button and 
gently clean the heads, capstan, and pinch wheel with a head cleaner. 

Clean heads after every 25 hours of use. 

• Demagnetize the head occasionally with a head demagnetizing cassette 
(available from many audio equipment stores). 

• Never use any metal objects on or near the tape heads. 

• Do not allow any cleaning material to fall into the tape assembly.

PROBLEM SOLUTION 

System doesn't • Make sure power cord is securely plugged into the AC power 
turn on outlet or that the batteries are fresh. 

• Unplug the unit for a moment, and then plug it back in. 

• Check the outlet by plugging in another device. 


No sound 

• Adjust volume setting. 

• Check for proper connection of speaker wires. 

• When TAPE or CD function is selected, make sure PAUSE is not 
engaged. 

• Make sure you've selected the correct function: TUNER, TAPE, 
or CD. 

No sound from 
one channel 

• Check for proper connection of speaker wires on the channel 
(Left or Right). 

Poor radio 
reception 

• Adjust the FM antenna wire for better FM reception. 

• Rotate the unit to achieve better AM reception. 

• Try turning off electrical appliances near the unit, such as hair 
dryers, vacuum cleaners, or fluorescent lights. 

CD doesn’t play 

• Make sure the tray contains a CD. 

• Make sure that CD's label is facing up. 

• Make sure that Pause mode is not activated. 

• Make sure CD function is selected. 

CD sound skips 

• Clean the CD (as explained in "Care and Maintenance”). 

• Check CD for warping, scratches, or other damage. 

• Check for vibration or shock that may affect the unit; move 
system if necessary. 

Di^ored or noisy 
recordings 

• Inspect the recording head and clean it if necessary. 

• Demagnetize recording head (as explained in "Care and 
Maintenance").
